Young Ones Make Distant 
Flights 
Unguided, 
Says Zoologist 


Edmonton, Alta.—The 
homing 
flight of pigeons and the autum­ 
nal and 
spring 
migrations 
of 
many other kinds of birds, often 
considered 
similar 
phenomena 
because both involve the unerring 
finding of a distant goal, are in 
reality direct opposites, Prof. \\ ii- 
liam Rowan of the University of 
Alberta here declares in the forth- j 
coming issue 
of 
Science. 
Prof. ; 
Rowan is well known as the first 
scientist who discovered that the 
decreasing 
length 
of 
daylight 
hours is the physiological “trig­ 
ger” that sets birds off on their 
long Hights southward as winter 
approaches. 
When a pigeon flies home. he 
points out. it really is going h’ v e 
—that is. to where the 
nest 
is. 
Pigeons never migrate. When mi­ 
grating birds fly south in autumn 
they are turning their backs on 
home. Even when they come back 
in spring they do not usually re­ 
turn to the same home, in the 
sense of exactly the same spot. 
They come back 
to

same 
neighborhood or general 
region, 
and as a rule set up new homes. I 
It still leaves the nature of the 
migrating impulse, and especially i 
the guides or landmarks by which 
tho birds find their

very 
much in the dark. The problem is

young of the season, which have I 
never been south before, fly sep­ 
arately from, and often in ad- I 
Vance of. the Hocks of their eld­ 
ers, so that they have no experi­ 
enced guides with them.

Prof. Rowan relates an experi­ 
ment he undertook with young i 
crows a few years ago: 

1940, approximate­ 
ly a month after the last resident 
crow had gone south, I liberated 
54 young crows of the year near 
Edmonton, Alberta, from the area 
on which they had been 
hatched 
and subsequently trapped as ju­ 
veniles in July and August. They 
were merely held in

flying cage during the interven­ 
ing period: no adults were with 
them. 
“By Nov. 20 over 50 per 
cent 
had been retaken, the farthest 250 
miles southeast of the point 
of I 
liberation on a line directly join­ 
ing Edmonton and central Okla­ 
homa. the wintering ground of 95 
per cent of Alberta crows. None of 
the birds recovered had deviated 
materially from this line and some 
of them were traveling at 50 miles 
per day. a remarkable

T-B Rate Declines 
But Effect Of W ar 
May Show Up L ater 


Bv JANE STAFFORD 
Science Service Medical Writer 
New York—In spite of the war, 
which might have caused an in­ 
crease in tuberculosis, 3,000 fewer 
persons died of the disease in this 
country in 1944 than in 1943. The 
death rate based on 
provisional 
figures was 40.8 per 100,000 pop­ 
ulation, com pared with 42.6 per 
100,000 in 1943. 
Only 12 states 
reported increases in 1944 
over 
their 1943 rates, while in 1943 in­ 
creases over the 1942 rate were 
reported by 23 states. 
This 
“definitely 
encouraging" 
news, announced by the National 
Tuberculosis Association here is 
countered by a warning from Dr. 
Kendall Emerson, managing dir­ 
ector of the association. 
“Because of the long course of 
the disease the full effect of w ar­ 
tim e conditions 
on 
tuberculosis 
control in this country may not be 
known for several years,” he said. 
Two m ajor factors, according to 
Dr. Emerson, undoubtedly contri­ 
buted to the continued decline of 
tuberculosis during 
war 
years. 
First, the American civilian pop­ 


ulation has not had to 
undergo 
dire w artim e conditions, including 
severe m alnutrition. Second, the 
recent expansion of moss X -ray 
surveys, particularly among in- 
! dustrial workers, 
conducted 
by 
| health departm ents and tubercul- 
j osis associations, has 
discovered 
! many new cases. 
, 
Discovering new cases, he ex­ 
plained, was a gain against the 
disease because many 
of ’them 
were diagnosed in the early, most 
easily curable stage. 
This means 
not only quicker recovery for the 
patient but less chance of others 
getting the disease from him.
